First, we are 
got ting along unbollavably wol1 except for a transient financial problem, of the 
two thousand wan who hava boen through hare, less than twenty have returned to 
prison for now crtaiaa. Without Jlwmy, yourealf, Harold, and Pete the usual eighty 
porcont would atlll bo going back. Sicondly, our predicament is thla; I let a 
aguaro aion, on a voluntery baala, keep our books. Ha did not staal anything as 
far aa I know, but ha neglected to pay our btlle. Morris borrowed tha money and 
wa got all of that aottlad. Thirdly, a man by tha name of Ltndberg, who owns the 
Llodbarg Cod 11lac Coaipany, always refuaaa to give anything directly to tha Charity 
•onoflt, which Harold and Pata ataga every year. Pats told ma wa would probably 
gat around $10,000 thla year. Ia'nt that wonderful, what In the same of God would 
I do without tha Teamatara. Now this Mr. Llndbarg gava ma a check for $1,339.00 
with tha provlao that I hand In an old Chevrolet, which wa bought from ona of his 
used cor companies for $343.00. I promtadad him I would usa tha $1,339.00 to buy 
a Chevrolet Carry-All. He does not own tha Waber Chavrolat Company, from which we 
ara buying tha Carry-All. The whole Inis Inass would cost $2,090.00 plus $16.00 for 
tha ltcansa, but wa hava to hand In tha old Chavrolat. On account of the unpaid 
bills we would need $747.00 to gat the Carry-All. I wrote Mr. Llndbarg and asked 
If wo could kaop tha old Chavrolat until wa got on our fast. He did not answer 
tha lattar, but we hava not taken tha car back, nor have I cashed his check, be¬ 
cause I am afraid thla used car lot would pick up tha car, and than wa would have 
nothing to go around and pick-up food and things like that.

I have been wanting to write to tell you that Harold and Pete 
and Ed gave us >6,000 from the funds received from the ] rize fight. 
There are no words to express my heartfelt gratitude. The goodness 
of the Teamsters, specifically of Pete and Harold and Ed Dorsey and 
Larry Steinberg, and especially your own great kindness to a poor 
priest like myself, is incredible. 

I think of you all the time, and in my own humble way, I ask 
God to protect and keep you, and I tell everybody about you and how 
Dismas House would nave long since been closed without Jimmy Hoffa. 

Jimmy, pray that the motion picture, "The Hoodlum Priest" which 
is in formation will really materialize. I spent three days in Holly¬ 
wood thie week. At a press conference where there were ten or twelve 
reporters, including Luella Parsons, I told them what you had done for 
me and for our poor men, and I also told them, "I know you will not 
print it." I hope they will. And by the way, Jimmy, I could sense 
that these reporters were on your side. They couldn't believe that the 
Teamsters had taken so many of my men, and again I repeated that if 
there were ex-convicts in the Teamsters Union that I was the cause in 
a large way for their being there, and again I told them, "You won't 
dare print this."

It wae Chrietaaa Ere and I was just ready to go to the City 
Jail to spend tnat day ae I always have done with the men unfor¬ 
tunate enough to be locked up at that time. A cill came, and I 
wae Invited to come out to the Teamsters Hall for a little party. 
They eaid that Harold and Pete would be there. Well, Jiirry, I went 
over to tne Jail and spent a few hours with the boys and then I 
want out to the i arty. It w e perfect except for one thing, that 
you were absent—absent only in person; you were on everybody's 
JLipa. 

And I could tell thut they had something in store for me 
which wae going to be wonderful. And so when I met Harold he gave 
ae the $5,000 check signed by you and himself. I felt like I had 
been nit by a Mack truck, but somehow 1 got down through the crowd 
and showed all of thea your magnificent gift. Tney all shared my 
joy and nappinese. Tour ears must have burned for the many kind 
things that were said about you and your goodness to poor people 
like ayeelf.
